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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because "(Fig* 1 )" in the last line should be 
removed. Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 8 is objected to because of the following informalities: "ink" in line 4" should be 
- - link - Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 15 recites "if occasion arises" in the second to last line which renders the scope of 
the claim unclear. 

A llowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-7 are allowed. 
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6. Claims 8-14 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the objection, set 
forth in this Office action. 

7. Claim 15 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments, see page 6, lines 6-7, filed 8/5/04, with respect to the rejection of 
claim 13 under 35 USC 1 12 2 nd paragraph have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
rejection of claim 13 under 35 USC 1 12 2 nd paragraph has been withdrawn. 

9. Claim 15 is still rejected under 35 USC 112 2 nd paragraph because "if occasion arises" in 
the second to last line is unclear. Applicant states on page 6, lines 4-5 that claim 15 has been 
corrected in the amended claims presented, however, claim 1 5 has not been amended. 

10. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-9, filed 8/5/04 and the amendment to the claims 
distinguish the instant invention from the prior art. Specifically, the claims now require 
"advancing said web of insulating material along with the wire mesh mats; and then cutting a 
selectable length of the insulating body (K) off said web of insulating material." This 
distinguishes from the secondary reference to Ritter et al. who do not teach producing a coherent 
web of insulating material from individual insulating panels, advancing the web of insulating 
material along with the wire mesh mats, and then cutting a selectable length of the insulating 
body off the web of insulating material. Ritter et al. has individual panels I fed to the apparatus, 
but the panels are not joined to produce a coherent web which is subsequently cut to length. 
Furthermore, there is no advance mechanism in Ritter et al. which creates a form-locking and 
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force-locking joint between insulating panels. Therefore, the combination of Indave and Ritter et 
al. do not meet each of the claimed features.
